An  Art  to  provide  for  preventive  detention  of  Slumlords,  Bootleggers  *[  Drug- 
offenders  and  Dangerous  Persons]  for  preventing  their  dangerous  activities 
prejudicial  to  the  maintenance  of  public  order. 

WHEREAS  public  ordei  was  adversely  affected  every  now  and  then  by  the 
dangerous  activities  of  certain  persons,  who  are  known  as  Slumloards,  Bootleggers 
and  Drug-offenders  ; 

AND  WHEREAS  both  Houses  of  the  State  Legislature  were  not  in  session  ; 

AND  WHEREAS,  hasttig  regard  to  the  resources  and  influence  of  the  persons 
by  whom,  the  large  scale  on  which,  and  the  manner  in  which,  the  dagerous  activities 
were  being  clandestinely  organised  and  carried  on  in  violation  of  law  by  them,  as 
Slumlords,  Bootleggers  cf  Drug-offenders  in  the  State  of  Maharashtra,  and  parti- 
cularly in  its  urban  areas,  the  Governor  of  Maharashira  was  satisfied  that  circums- 
tances existed  which  rendered  ;t  necessary  ft  r him  to  take  immediate  action  to  have 
a special  law  in  this  State  to  provide  for  preventive  detention  of  these  three  classes 
Mah.  of  persons  and  for  matters  connected  therewith  and,  therefore,  promulgated  the 
Ord.  Maharashtra  Prevention  c f Dangerous  Activities  of  Slumlords,  Bootleggers  and 
Drug-offenders  Ordinance,  1981,  on  the  11th  June  1981  ; 

AND  WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  replace  the  said  Ordinance  by  an  Act  of 
the  State  Legislature  ; It  is  hereby  enacted  in  Thirty-second  Year  of  the  Republic 
of  India  as  follows  : —

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(iii)  in  the  case  of  a drug-offender,  when  he  is  engaged,  or  is  making  pre- 
parations for  engaging,  in  any  of  his  activities  as  a drug-offender,  which  affect 
adversely,  or  are  likely  to  affect  adversely,  the  maintenance  of  public  order  ;

Powers  in  7.  (i)  If  the  State  Government,  or  an  officer  mentioned  in  sub-section  (2)  oi 
relation  to  sectjon  3 has  reason  to  believe  that  a person  in  respect  of  whom  a detention  order 
has  been  made  has  absconded,  or  is  concealing  himself  so  that  the  order  cannot  be 
executed  then  the  provisions  of  sections  82  to  86  (both  inclusive)  of  the  Code  of 
Criminal’  Procedure,  1973,  shall  apply  in  respect  of  such  person  and  his  property,  lljof 
subject  to  the  modifications  mentioned  in  this  sub-section  and,  irrespective  of  the  1974, 
place  where  such  person  ordinarily  resides,  the  detention  order  made  against  him 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  a warrant  issued  by  a competent  Court.  Where  the  detention 
order  is  made  by  the  State  Government,  an  officer,  not  below  the  rank  of  Districts  j 
Magistrate  or  Commissioner  cf  Police  authorised  by  the  State  Government  in  thin 
behalf,  or  where  the  detention  order  is  made  by  an  officer  mentioned  in  sub-secdcn 
(2)  of  section  3,  such  officer,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  irrespective  of  his  ordinary 
jurisdiction,  be  deemed  to  be  empowered  to  exercise  all  the  powers  of  the  competent  !

11.  (7)  The  Advisory  Board  shall,  after  considering  the  materials  placed  before  Prodedure 
it  and,  after  calling  for  such  further  information  as  it  may  deem  necessary  from  the  Advisory 
State  Government  or  from  any  person  called  for  the  purpose  through  the  State  Boards* 
Government  or  from  the  person  concerned,  and  if,  in  any  particular  case,  the 
Advisory  Board  considers  it  essential  so  to  do  or  if  the  person  concerned  desires  to 

be  heard,  after  hearing  him  in  person,  submit  its  report  to  the  State  Government, 
within  seven  weeks  from  the  date  of  detention  of  the  person  concerned. 

(2)  The  report  of  the  Advisory  Board  shall  specify  in  a separate  part  thereof  the 
opinion  of  the  Advisory  Board  as  to  whether  or  not  there  is  sufficient  cause  for  the 
detention  of  the  person  concerned. 

(5)  When  there  is  a difference  of  opinion  among  the  members  forming  the 
Advisory  Board,  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  such  members  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  the  opinion  of  the  Board. 
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(4)  The  proceedings  of  the  Advisory  Board  and  its  report,  excepting  that  part 
of  the  report  in  which  the  opinion  of  the  Advisory  Board  is  specified,  shall  be 
confidential. 

(5)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  entitle  any  person  against  whom  a detention 
order  has  been  made  to  appear  by  any  legal  practitioner  in  any  matter  connected 
with  the  reference  to  the  Advisory  Board. 

12.  (1)  In  any  case  where  the  Advisory  Board  has  reported  that  there  is,  in  its  Actionupon 
opinion,  sufficient  cause  for  the  detention  of  a person,  the  State  Government  may  report  of 
confirm  the  detention  order  and  continue  the  detention  of  the  person  concerned  for  g0J^oiy 
such  period,  not  exceeding  the  maximum  period  prescribed  by  section  13,  as  it 

thinks  fit. 

(2)  In  any  case  where  the  Advisory  Board  has  reported  that  there  is,  in  its  opinion* 
no  sufficient  cause  for  the  detention  of  the  p rson  concerned,  the  State  Government 
shall  revoke  the  detention  order  and  cause  the  person  to  be  released  forthwith. 

13.  The  maximum  period  for  which  any  person  may  be  detained,  in  pursuance  Maximum

(2)  The  revocation  or  expiry  of  a detention  order  shall  not  bar  the  making  of  a 
fresh  detention  order  under  section  3 against  the  same  person,  in  any  case,  where 
fresh  facts  have  arisen  after  the  date  of  revocation  or  expiry,  on  which  the  State 
Government  or  an  officer,  as  the  case  may  be,  is  satisfied  that  sach  an  order  should 
be  made. 


15,  (7)  The  State  Government  may,  at  any  time,  direct  that  any  person  detained  Temporary 
in  pursuance  of  a detention  order  may  be  released  for  any  specified  period,  either  release  of 
without  conditions  or  upon  such  conditions  specified  in  the  direction  as  that  person 
accepts,  and  may,  at  any  time,  cancel  his  release.

(5)  If  any  person  released  under  sub-section  (I)  fails  to  fulfil  any  of  the  condi- 
tions imposed  upon  him  under  the  said  sub-section  or  in  the  bond  entered  into  by 
him,  the  bond  shall  by  declared  to  be  forfeited  and  any  person  bound  thereby  shall 
be  liable  to  pay  the  penalty  thereof.
